Damage Cases Must 


Be Reported 


As a reminder at the beginning of 


the New Year, Superintendent Gray 
Albright of the Arkansas State Police 
called attention this week to the re- 
quirement in the "Uniform Act Regu- 
lating Traffic on the Highways of Ark- 
ansas' 'that operators involved in any 
accident which results in death or per- 
sonal injury 'nvust submit a detailed 
written report covering the accident. 
Reports are also required where there 
is only property damage, if it approxi- 
mates total damage of §50 or more. 


These reports arc to be mailed to the 


State Highway Department at Little 
Rock, as the State Accident Reporting 
Bureau is maintained by the Traffic 
Division of the Highway Department, 
under working arrangements perfected 
by Superintendent Albright with W. 
W. Mitchell, Director of Highways. 


Officers of the State Police Depart- 


ment have been instructed to prompt- 
ly investigate every fatal and other 
more serious accidents and to assist 
operators in filling out the reports re- 
quired by statute. Operators may de- 
liver these reports to State Police Of- 
ficers making the investigation. Ap- 
proximately 2000 reports have been re- 
ceived by the Traffic Division of the 
Highway Reparvm'ent' for 1938, An- 
alysis of these reports will be com- 
pleted the latter part of this month. 


O'fficial blanks may be had from of- 


ficers of the State Police Department, 
from many employes of the Highway 
Department, from coroners, sheriffs, 
county Revenue Inspectors, and from 
many service stations and garages. 
Superintendent Albright, in calling at- 
tention ot the requirement for these 
accident reports, requests operators to 
be prompt in submitting reports. He 
rcYn'inds that the reports submitted by 
the operators are confidential and canr 
not be used as evidence in any trial, 
whether civil or criminal.

The men who rule the 
WPA should be chosen on a merit sys- 
tem. 
Promotion should be on a merit 


basis. Administration should be as 
completely divorced from the influ- 
ence of'the politician in the county, in 
the State House and in the While 
House as is possible. 


Sweeping Inquiry Needed 


What has happened in relief has 


happened everywhere in the govern- 
ment. Thousands of 'men have been 
employed under the spoils system and 
then the President, with a pious ges- 
ture, has announced that they should 
be put under civil service. Not only 
are his spoilsmen put into jobs but he 
attempts to keep them there forever 
by a spurious civil service.

Mooney Freed by 


Liberal Governor 


Governor Olson Pardons 
Prisoner for 1916 Bomb- 


ing Charge 


SACRAMENTO, Cal.— (/P)-Thomas 


J. Mooney, 5G, went free over the 
week-end on a gubernatorial pardon, 
California's new "liberal" governor, 
Culbert L. Olson, absolved Mooney of 
all guilt in the 191G San Francisco 
Preparedness Day parade bombing—a 
sensational crime for which the labor 
leader spent more 'than 22 years in 
prison. 


The pardon was unconditional but 


Olson asked Mooney, erstwhile fire- 
brand among workers of a past gen- 
eration, to urge the people against 
plunging themselves into "a futile and 
inhuman chaos of bloodshed and rev- 
olution." 


Olson handed the pardon to Hie 


smiling prisoner in a hearing at which 
the executive reported he had received 
new infoinibtion in the lust 48 hours 
supporting his belief in Mooney's com- 
plete innocence. 


The great crime for which Mooney 


was convicted was pushed half way 
into the realm of unsolved mysteries. 
On July 22, 1916, San Francisco was 
parading to stir up the spirit of pre- 
paredness. Mooney, a labor agitator in 
the mids tof bitter industrial contro- 
versy, was preaching against imperial- 
ism and war. He was known to police 
and prosecutors as a direct actionist 
They later called him "dynamiter, as- 
sassin, murderer." 


As the Spanish-Americon war vet- 


erans were lining up in lower Market 
street a powerful bomb exploded. Its 
flying fragments killed 10 pearsons, left 
40 maimed or injured. 


Mooney returned to a world thai has 


largely changed its !m'ihd about labor 
since he went to jail. The "radical" 
demands he made on behalf of Ameri- 
can working men in the years before 
his arrest for the Preparedness D 
bombing are now privileges guaran- 
teed by law. 


Collective bargaining in its present 


form was all but unknown when he 
was rallying workers behind the idea. 
Unions were frowned upon as "dan- 
gerous combinations, "Union organiz- 
ers were almost invariably referred 
to as "agitators," To advocate a strike 
was to coi^i't a jait lerm. 


Mooney alwas contended that the 


real reason for his trial and imprison- 
ment was his pro-labor activities. His 
labor work did sirongly color public 
reaction both for and against him.

Once in a while his 
students get so carried away by the 
heat of the argument that when he 
chimes in they call him crazy.

But'Supreme Court Dosn't 


Rule^on'"Beer In- 


toxication" 


LITTLE ROCK—(fl>)—The Arkansas 


Supreme Court held Monday that C. 
W. McKeown, Malvern cafe owner, 
violated the law last August when he 
sold a bottle of 4.7 per cent beer on 
Sunday. 


The court did not rule directly on 


the question whether beer of less than 
5 per cent alcoholic content is intox- 
icating. 


The conviction and ?25 fine imposed 


against McKeown in Hot Sprung cir- 
cuit court on a charge of selling liquor 
on Sunday was upheld under an 1885 
statute prohibiting keeping open stores 
for the sale of "goods, wares or mer- 
chandise" on the Sabbath. 


The opinion reversed the convic- 


tion of the cafe owner on-a separate 
charge of selling liquor in dry terri- 
tory on a technicality, holding that 
Circuit Judge H. B. Means exceeded 
his authority when he gave an in- 
structed verdict of guilty which re- 
sulted in a 560 fine and a 20-day 
sentence. 


The supreme court affinned Pulaski 


circuit court in dismissing a suit by 
Mrs. H. S. Stello against Dr. Jewell 
E. Gan, seeking $40,000 damage as the 
result of a surgical operation. 


She alleged she underwent an op- 


eration here in 1926, and 10 years later 
a second similar operation was per- 
formed at Fort Smith where physicians 
reported the discovery of a gauze 
spunge in her abdomen. 


The supreme court upheld the lower 


courts dismissal on the basis of the 
statue of limitations.

.Serums Obtain Remarkable Results in Fight on 


Deadly Pneumonia

Chief among the leading captains 


In the men of death in hierlicine to- 
day is pneumonia: 


Heretofore the most serious of tho 


types of pneumonia so far as death 
is concerned Were types 2 and 3. If 
however, oil of the other types arc 
grouped together, they account for n 
great many cases and many deaths. 


It has been said that one of the 


greatest advances in the past' few 
years as far as pneumonia is concern- 
ed is the appreciation;by the medical 
profession and by various community 
and,public health organizations as to 
the seriousness of this disease and 
also the recognition of the manner in 
which special serum's'are helpful in 
its .control. 


In several states pneumonia control 


iervices have been established. .When 
cases are found, studies are made to 
determine the type of pneumonia. 
Then, once the type has been deter- 
mined by the use of a special ngglutin- 
ition test which most laboratories can 
make efficiently, comes the possibU 
lity of treating the patient with a 
serum which is developed particularly 
for that type of pneumonia. 


Whereas most -serums used in med- 


icine are prepared from the blood 
of a horse which has been injected 
with the organism responsible, the 
serums for many of the extraordinary 
types of pneumonia are prepared from 
the .blood of a rabbit. 
Today some 


of the great laboratories of the coun- 
try maintain vast numbers of rabbiLs 
for this purpose. 


Whereas in the past at least one- 


third of all the people with pneumonia 
died of the disease, in some instances 
nowadays as few.as three or four per 
cent of those affected .by pneumonia 
die of the infection. 
One observer 


recently reported 100 cases of pneu- 
monia representing five d ifferent typ- 
es—all of which were treated with 
these rabbit serums—and only seven 
of the patients died. 
^Recently a study was made of more 
than 6500 cases of pneumonia and it 
was found that 50 per cent of these 
represented some of the extraordinary 
types and, indeed, -.that 30 per cent 
were divided among five types. 


When the serum is used in these 


cases, the results are in many instances 
truly remarkable so that this con- 


tnbution from the great laboratories 
of our country during 1938 is. now 
recognized 
to the advancement of 


medical science.

So the life of a now congressman

With Die present ball, practically every 
batter is a potential home run hitter. 


Old-timers trace Ihe trouble to the 


fact thai pitchers are not worked hard 
end often enough these days, but this 
explanation scarcely is plausible in the 
cases of such workhorses as Hubbell, 
the Deans, Groves, Schumacher, Fer- 
rell, Mungo and Rowe. 


And when a chip of bone is torn 


loose by a pulled muscle all Ihe rub- 
bing, pulling and tugging, and care 
in the world won't eliminate the sore- 
ness. The chip simply must come out.

cut short by the inability to locate the 
source of arm trouble.
